To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1956,  and  to 
draw  attention  to  certain  vital  statistics  of  interest. 

The  "birth  rate  was  13.0  as  compared  with  11.6 
in  the  previous  year,  but  there  is  an  unsatisfactory  increase 
in  the  illegitimate  births  which  registered  4.1  of  the  total  births 
as  against  2.4  per  cent  in  1955° 

There  were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 

which  5 were  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  This  gives  a sat- 

isfactory infant  mortality  rate  of  l6.8  as  compared  with  27.1  for 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  and  23.8  for  England  and 
Wales  = 

There  was  one  maternal  death.  This  is  the  only 

maternal  death  for  fourteen  years  which  shows  nothing  to  the  dis- 

credit of  the  ante-natal  supervision  given  to  mothers  in  the  area. 

The  death  rates  from  all  causes  is  14.2,  but 
excluding  the  deaths  of  patients  in  Menston  Hospital,  which  are 
assigned  to  the  Urban  District  this  figure  is  reduced  to  10.5.  The 
preponderance  of  deaths  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer 
and  respiratory  disease  continues  to  present  a problem  and  accounts 
for  70 fo  of  all  notified  deaths.  75%  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons 
aged  GO  and  over.

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis is  still  an  ever  present  problem  and  calls  for  the  continued 
application  of  preventive  measures  and  the  closest  liaison  between 
all  branches  of  the  medical  service,  the  housing  authority  and  the 
patient  himself.  The  offering  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  all  13 
year  old  school  children  continues,  and  it  is  hoped  that  statistics 
will  eventually  prove  the  great  value  of  this  preventive  measure. 

The  biggest  development  in  preventive  measures 
during  the  year  was  the  welcome  introduction  of  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccine.  Protection  was  offered  to  all  children  born  between 
1 954  and  1 947*  The  response  to  the  appeal  was  that  approximately 
2,500  (of  an  estimated  7,300)  in  that  age  group  were  registered. 
Unfortunately  the  supplies  of  the  vaccine  were  not  sufficient  in 
1956  to  deal  with  more  than  1C%  of  the  number  registered.  Immuni- 
sation is,  however,  proceeding  regularly  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  two  injections  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  three  weeks 
apart,  and  as  far  as  we  have  ascertained  any  constitutional  disturb- 
ances are  negligible. 


Although  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or 
smallpox  in  the  District,  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  need  for 
continuation  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  measures  against  these 
diseases.  Their  rarity  tends  to  make  for  complacency,  but  it  is 
only  by  continued  protection  of  the  young  community  that  they  can 
remain  "things  of  the  past" . Immunisation  against  whooping  cough 
is  also  available  for  children  under  four  years  old. 
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The  home  nurses,  health  visitors  and  home 
helps  continue  to  devote  much  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
aged  sick  and  infirm  in  the  District  and  valuable  assistance 
has  been  given  by  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer  in  obtaining 
the  appropriate  care  in  residential  accommodation  for  those 
who  were  unable  to  maintain  an  independent  existence  in  their 
own  homes. 

As  the  Urban  District  of  Aireborough  is  included 
in  Division  5 of  the  West  Riding  County  Council* s Divisional 
Administration  of  the  Preventive  Medical  Services,  I have 
included  in  an  appendix  to  this  report,  as  in  previous  years, 
information  and  statistics  relating  to  these  services. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  kindness  extended  to  me  and  for  their  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Department.  I would  also  record  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the  Officers  of 
the  Council , and  of  the  loyal  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department .

LABORATORY  FACILITIES

During  the  year  the  new  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  continued 
to  satisfactorily  deal  with  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  the  amount 
of  salvage  sold  during  the  year  was  £7,588  making  a total  of 
£20,237  since  the  Plant  was  opened,  and  making  a grand  total  of 
7,000  tons  of  materials  reclaimed  and  sold  for  £51,000  since  the 
reclamation  of  salvage  was  commenced  in  1940. 


Due  to  the  high  rate  of  interest  on  loans  and  the 
decision  of  the  Council  not  to  build  any  further  Council  Houses 
for  the  time  being,  curtailed  the  progress  of  our  Slum  Clearance 
programme,  hence  only  87  houses  wore  dealt  with  under  Clearance 
Orders  and  16  individual  houses.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  MEAT.  INSPECTION.  - 

The  slaughtering  of  food  animals  continued  at  the  eleven  private 
Slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district.  Nine  of  these  Slaughterhouses 
are  used  by  retail  butchers  and  one  served  a hospital  and  these  ten  Slaughter- 
houses were  used  regularly  during  the  year.  Another  Slaughterhouse  used 
in  conjunction  with  a farm  was  used  on  a few  occasions  for  the  slaughter  of 
calves.  There  was  no  general  improvement  in  the  condition  of  these 
Slaughterhouses  during  the  year  and  there  is  still  a pressing  need  for  a 
Public  Abattoir  in  the  District  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  local  butchers. 

It  is  felt  that  this  would  be  the  only  solution  if  the  proper  hygienic 
dressing  of  animals  slaughtered  within  the  district  is  to  take  place. 

All  animals'  slaughtered  during  the  year  were  inspected  post-mortem  as 
soon  as  possible  after  slaughtering  took  place.  Due  to  the  Slaughterhouses 
being  distributed  over  a fairly  wide  area  it  was  not  possible  to  be  present 
in  every  case  when  slaughtering  was  taking  place,  and  as  in  previous  years 
many  hours  outside  the  usual  office  times  had  to  be  devoted  to  this  work 
particularly  at  holiday  times  and  on  Monday  evenings  throughout  the  year. 

The  quality  of  meat  produced  in  the  district  continued  to  be  of  a 
high-class  standard  due  to  the  very  high' percentage  of  prime  young  stock 
slaughtered  and  there  seems  to  be  no  large  demand  for  Cow  beef.  Carcases 
and  organs  were  surrendered  on  request  to  the  Council’s  Officer  and  destroyed 
in  the  Council's  incinerator  plant  and  on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary 
to  seize  unsound  meat  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace, 

In  all  1114  visits  were  made  to  Slaughterhouses  for  meat  inspection 
purposes  and  the  total  amount  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
was  6,976  lbs.  whilst  the  total  number  of  carcases  inspected  was  9,237.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 


The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 
1956,  although  some  of  the  sections  relating  to  the  provision  of  additonal 
facilities  come  into  force  later  in  the  year,  A survey  of  food  businesses 
in  the  district  was  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  187  premises  had 
been  inspected  and  occupiers  notified  of  the  works  what  were  required  to  be 
carried  out  in  order  to  make  their  premises  comply  -with  the  Regulations, 

The  survey  indicated  that  about  3 out  of  every  4 food  premises  inspected 
fell  short  of  the  Regulations  in  one  way  or  another  but  the  response  from  the 
trade  was  on  the  whole  very  favourable . and  many  of  the  premises  had  been 
brought  up  to  date  by  the  end  of  the  year.  If  the  same  rate  of  progress 
can  be  maintained  in  this" direction  all  food  premises  in  the  district  should 
be  satisfactory  by  the  end  of  1957.

A large  combustion  chamber  capable  of  taking  whole  carcases  if  necessary 
is  built  between  the  furnace  cells  and  the  chimney  base  and  diseased  or 
otherwise  unsuitable  food  is  reduced  to  ash  in  a very  short  time.  In  all 
6,973  lbs.  of  unsound  meat  was  disposed  of  in  this  manner,  together  with 
669y  lbs.  of  other  food.  v

-REFUSE  COLLECT- ION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  1956,  4,350  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  3,341  houses 
and  132  other' premises.  An  approximate  seven  day  collection  of  household  refuse 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  spite  of  recurring  difficulties 
due  to  shortgge  of  man-power.  During  the.  year  955  tons  of  salvageable 
materials  were  sold  for  a sum  of  £7,533,  this  making  a total  weight  of 
salvage  sold  since  salvage  operations  commenced  in  1940  to  March,  1956  of 
6,939  tons  of  material  for  £51,000. 

The  recovery  of  salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council  in  April  1940 
and  to  the  period  ending  31st  December,  1956,  6,763  tons  of  material  had 
been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £43,733.

Aireborough  has  two  water  undertakings,  the  Council's  own  undertaking 
supplies  the  old  Guiseley  Urban  District  area  with  water  from  Boreholes 
in  Netherfield  Road,  Moor  Top  and  Greenbottom.  The  Ye  ad  on  Waterworks 
Company  supplies  the  remainder  of  the  district  from  a large  impounding 
Reservoir  at  Reva'with  gathering  grounds  at  Hawksworth  Moor  and  this  is 
supplemented  by  additional  Boreholes. 

The  number  of  houses  not  on  the  Public  Supply  is  90  hut  most  of  these 
have  piped  supplies  from  private  sources.  The  number  of  houses  on  the 
piped  supply  is  8,251.

. A For  the  11th  year  in  succession  tests  were  made  daily  of  the  amount 
of  pollution  from  Smoke  and  SO2  in  the  atmosphere  of ' Aireborough,  using 
apparatus  in  the  Department’s  Laboratory  in  High  Street,  Yeadon;  the 
following  table  shows  the  average  daily  accounts  in  given  volumes  of  air 
for  each  month  of  1956,  until  October,  when,  unfortunately,  the  recording 
meter  became  defective,  and  a replacement  ordered  had  not  been  delivered 
before  the  end  of  the  year.

Lead  Peroxide  Candle 

An  additional  means  of  determining  the  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide 
is  employed  on  a site  on  Yeadon  Moor,  where  a Lead  Peroxide  Candle  is  exposed 
to  the  air  for  monthly  periods.  The  surface  of  the  candle  absorbs  sulphur 
dioxide'  at  a rate  proportional  to  the  concentration  of  gas,  though  it  may  be 
affected  by  changes  in  weather  conditions.  The  results  thus  obtained  monthly 
are  later  grouped  together  for  annual,  summer  and  winter,  mean  rates  of 
absorption  and  for  the  ratio  figure  of  five  summer  and  five  winter  months, 
and  these  figures  finally  compared  with  those  of  previous  years.

DEPOSIT  GUAGE 


A standard  pattern  deposit  guage  cane  into  use  on  open  ground  on  Yeadon 
Moor  on  the  1st  September,  1947,  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  actual  amount 
in  weight  in  tons  per  square  mile  of  the  various  insoluble  and.  soluble  matters 
present  in  the  atmosphere.  Since  that  time  minor  alterations  have  been  made 
by  the  Department  to  improve  upon  the  materials  of  the  apparatus  used,  to 
overcome  difficulties  experienced  during  windy  and  frosty  weather  which 
invariable?-  resulted  in  damage  being  caused.  Thus  now  the  apparatus  consists 
of  a stainless  steel  collecting  bowl  and  a polythene  collecting  bottle  (both 
in  dace  of  the  original  ones  of  glass).

The  deposit  gunge  is  used  to  calculate  the  rate  at  which  solid  matter 
in  the  air  is  deposited  at  ground  level  and  so  presumably  the  rate  at  which 
these  solids  are  emitted  somewhere  into  the  atmosphere.  Like  all  other 
atmospheric  pollution  apparatus .the  guage  is  subject  to  many  variations 
due  to  all  weather  conditions,  i.e.,  winds,  rain,  hot  weather  with  rising 
air  currents,  and  again  to  obtain  reliable  figures  to  show  any  reasonable  changes 
in  the  pollution  in  any  one  area  it.  is  necessary  to  have  readings,  available  over 
a long  period.  In  the  case  of  the  deposit  guage  a recommended  period  of

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made  by  the 
ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley  and  Otley 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation  is  booked  in  one  or 
other  of  the  following  maternity  homes  according  to  the  wishes  of  the 
patient : - 

Pour  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  20  beds 
The  General  Hospital,  Otley  20  beds 

St  .Winifred' s Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from 
the  Maternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Management 
Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  thus 
enabling  immediate  follow  up  by  the  midwife  or  the  health  visitor,  as 
appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service 
ante-natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of  local 
authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practitioners  are 
providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the  Maternity 
Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  and  more  women  are 
seeking  a bed  in  hospital.  Because  of  these  factors  there  is  a marked 
reduction  in  attendances  at  some  of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics 

These  clinics,  by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of 
labour  pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation  and 
preparing  her  for  labour  by  a course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can  do 
much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding  and 
confidence. 


It  has  still  not  been  found  possible  to  re-commence 
relaxation  sessions  at  the  Pudsey  Clinic  which  ceased  in  October,  1 954. 
Pudsey  patients  attend  if  they,  desire  at  Parsley  and  Calverley.

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6.  Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  to  receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the 
County  Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County* s Dental  Clinic, 
Bicliardshaw  Lane,  Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services 
of  a private  dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised 
under  the  scheme  when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient 
to  attend  a County  Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment, 
including  the  provision  of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental 
treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up 
to  nine  months  after  confinement.

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2.  Premature  Infants 


Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of 
premature  bahies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance 
Depot  from  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time 
day  or  night  at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse 
G-ibson  has  attended  a special  course  of  instruction  in  the 
care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birming- 
ham, and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  her  to  be  notified 
of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  she  can  advise  and  assist 
the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth 
card  for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if 
it  is  ^e'-lhs.  or  less  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

There  were  79  premature  babies  bom  alive 
during  the  year,  of  which  63  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a 
survival  rate  of  80%  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  81%  in 
1955.

3.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-opera- 
tion exists  "between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the 
various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in 
dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently 
present . 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility 
within  prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes 
for  Unmarried  Mothers.  One  mother  and  her  baby  who  was  resident 
in  the  Division  was  admitted  to  a Home  during  the  year  under  these 
arrangements .

HEALTH  VISITING 

Prior  to  194-6  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly 
with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although 
this  still  continues  to  he  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now  also 
concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser,  with  the  promotion  of  health 
within  the  whole  family.  This  extension  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number 
of  other  visits  made  by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training,  arranged 
jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds,  for  the  Health 
Visitors’  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors'  work  are  given  in  the 

following  table:- 
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HOME  NURSING- 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Horae  Nursing 
service  continues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has, 
however,  by  enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home 
and  by  making  possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients 
from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving 
the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year 
in  the  Division  shows  an  increase  of  22  on  the  previous 
year,  and  53  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  aged  65  or  over. 

The  practice  continues  for  increasing  use  to 
be  made  of  the  Home  Nurses  by  general  practitioners  for 
the  giving  of  injections,  and  11,296  visits  were  made  by 
the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only,  an  increase  of  1 2%  on 
the  previous  year. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained 
with  general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in 
relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of 
equipment  for  loan  to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at 
home.  Large  articles  of  equipment  such  as  wheel-chairs, 
etc.  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office, 
and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council's 
Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection 
with  the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally  defective 
persons  in  the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory  supervision, 
guardianship  or  on  licence  from  Institutions.  She  is  also 
concerned  with  the  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental 
Hospitals  and  is  now  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Social 
Therapists  at  Scalebor  Park  Hospital  in  regard  to  the  after- 
care of  patients  discharged  from  that  hospital.  Mental  health 
care  and  after-care  cases  are  sometimes  referred  by  general 
medical  practitioners  and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth 
Employment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employ- 
ment problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be 
very  useful,  while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officer  has  been  of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training 
of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who  are  living  at' home,  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
attend  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road, 
Leeds.  Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centres. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is  to 
taice  initial  proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons 
of  unsound  mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  is 
Mr  J.  Rollisson,  Divisional  Welfare  Office,  Bradford.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNI  SATION 


The  West  Fading  County  Council’s  Scheme  for 
immunisation  against  whooping  cough  came  into  effect  on  the  1 st 
April,  1952.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  introduced 
for  the  first  time  in  1956.  The  Ministry  of  Health  made  vaccine  available 
to  Local  Health  Authorities  for  the  vaccination  of  children  bcm  in  the 
years  1947  to  1954?  inclusive.  2535  children  (l 333  boys  and  1 202  girls) 
were  registered  for  vaccination,  approximately  35/°  of  the  estimated  number 
of  children  born  in  those  years.  This  was,  I think,  a satisfactory  response 
to  an  entirely  new  protective  measure.  Vaccination  consists  of  two 
injections  at  a minimum  of  a three  week  interval.  The  supply  of  vaccine 
was  limited  and  only  237  received  their  two  injections  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Miss  M.W.  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devotes  her 
whole  time  to  the  visiting  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division. 

She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  seiving  the  Division  and  thereby 
provides  a valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after- 
care service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between  the 
Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the  Chest  Physicians 
employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care,  after-care 
and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Sixty  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year .

Porty-one  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  during  the  year.

YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are 
medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation.  When  necessary 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Paediatrician 
to  he  present  at  the  Youth  Employment  Officer's  interviews  with  the 
parents  of  these  cldldren. 


EMFLCYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council's  Byelaws  require  that  where  a child 
of  compulsory  school  age  is  employed,  there  shall  within  1 A days  from 
the  date  'when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and  endorsed  by  the 
employer  a certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such 
employment  wall  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  develop- 
ment and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his 
education.  158  children  were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  195  in  1955.
